85301-01 | NSPECTI ON OBJECTI VE

Verify that material control and accounti ng procedures associ at ed
with the recei pt and shipnment of inports and exports of SNM are
carried out in accordance with applicable NRC regul ations and
conditions specified in the inport/export |icense.

85301-02 | NSPECTI ON REQUI REMENTS

MC&A pr ocedures for i nports and exports shoul dinclude the foll ow ng
shi pping and receiving rel ated el enents for which the inspector
shoul d verify that:

02.01 Nucl ear material transfer reports (DOE/ NRC Form 741) are
prepared and distributed as required. [70.54, 75.34]

02.02 Contai ners of SNMare protected with tanper-indicating
seals. The integrity of all containers and seals is checked upon
recei pt for inports and prior to shipment for exports. Theidentity
and quantity of contained SNMis reverified if tanper-safing is
found to have been conprom sed. [ 70.51(f)(2)(ii), (iii);

03.03 | nspect or Gui dance. To begin with, the information and
requi renments contained in the inport/export |icense should be
revi ewed and conpared with the conditions which exist during the
actual inport or export of material. Inaddition, theintegrity and
identity of all containers and exterior seals should be checked.
I nterior seals m ght al so be checked i f avail abl e ti me and resources
permt. |If the integrity of seals or containers is found to be
conprom sed, the licensee should be notified of the needto pronptly
reverify the contents of suchitens. Appropriate licensee action
in such cases should be verified by a follow up inspection.

After sufficient tinme has el apsed for the nucl ear materi al transfer
reports to be conpleted and di stributed for theinport/export, they
shoul d be i nspected for conpliance wi th applicabl e NRCrequirenents.

Si gni fi cant shi pper-receiver differences shoul d be eval uat ed by t he
i nspector to assure that they have been appropriately investigated
and resol ved by the | i censee. Since theinspection of neasurenents
and ot her internal accounting procedures associatedw th inports and
exports i s adequately covered by routine MC&A i nspections, further
more i ntensive inspectioneffort relatedtoindependently verifying
measured quantities for inports and exports is not warranted.
